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Report of the Council. 


in compliance with Pule 30, which provides that the Council 
shall each year place before the Annual General Meeting a 
report of the proceedings of the Institute during the previous 
twelve months, the following statement is now submitted for the 
consideration of the members:— 

Members. —The number of new members elected during the 
year has been unusually small, amounting to five only. No doubt 
the reason for this is the canvass instituted last year, which 
resulted in the addition of 162 names to the roll; for it is a 
reasonable supposition that most of the likely additions were 
obtained on that occasion. The names withdrawn from the roll 
during the year number 21; six from death, and the remainder 
from resignation or non-payment of subscription for more than 
two consecutive years. This leaves the total membership at the 
present time at 370. It is satisfactory to be able to state that 
the Auckland Institute still retains the premier place among the 
incorporated societies so far as regards the number of members. 

The Council have much regret in announcing the death of 
Mr. James Stewart, who has been associated with the Institute 
since its formation in 1868, and who has always taken a steady 
and consistent interest in its affairs. He has twice served as 
President, and with two short intervals has been a member of 
the Council since 1S71. In 1906 he was appointed a Trustee, a 
position which he occupied up to the time of his death. The 
Council desire to express their high appreciation of the many 
services he has rendered to the Institute during his long and 
active membership. 

All branches of the New Zealand Institute and all workers 
engaged in scientific research in New Zealand, will regret the 
sudden death of Mr. A. Hamilton, late Director of the Dominion 
Museum and a former President of the New Zealand Institute. 
The Council are anxious to place on record their high sense of 
the valuable nature of his work, more especially that portion of 
it dealing; with the ethnologv of the Maori race. 
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Finance. —In accordance with the usual custom, full parti¬ 
culars respecting the financial position of the Society will be 
found in the Balance Sheets appended to the Report, but some 
brief remarks may be appropriately given here. The total re¬ 
venue of the working account, excluding the balance in hand at 
the beginning of the year, has been £1,862 Os. 2d. This shows 
an increase of £508 7s. Od. on the receipts for the previous year, 
which were £1,353 13s. 2d. Half of this increase is due to the 
payment of the Government subsidy of £250, which, it will be 
remembered, was voted by Parliament during the session of 1912 
in recognition of an amount of £684 previously subscribed by the 
citizens of Auckland for the purchase of certain special additions 
to the Museum. The remainder of the increase can be accounted 
for by the improved returns now derived from the invested funds 
of the Institute, by new income derived from recent additions 
to the Capital Account, and by the payment of interest and rents 
received too late to be included in last year’s returns. The total 
expenditure has been much larger than usual, amounting to 
£1,590 10s. 2d., as against £1,465 5s. lOd. for the previous year. 
The increase is principally due to the expenditure on the large 
group of flightless birds recently installed in the Museum, and 
to the cost of the show cases required for it and other important 
additions. The balance in hand at the present time amounts to 
£379 11s. Od. 

The legacy of £1,000 bequeathed by the late Sir John Logan 
Campbell, particulars of which were given in last year’s report, 
has been paid by the Campbell Trustees during the year, and, 
added to the invested funds of the Society. A further sum of 
£105, derived partly from the sale of Museum endowments, and 
partly from the Life Subscription Account, has also been re¬ 
ceived. From these two sources the Capital Account of the 
Institute has been raised to the sum of £17,626 8s. 6d„ almost 
the whole of which is now invested in specially selected freehold 
securities.

Most of the above papers have been forwarded for publica¬ 
tion in the forthcoming volume of the Transactions of the New 
Zealand Institute. Volume 45 of the Transactions, including 
the papers read before the Incorporated Societies during the year 
1012, has been issued and distributed among the members. 

During the last session of Parliament a bill was introduced 
under the title of the “Science and Art Bill,” which, among 
other objectionable provisions, included certain clauses which 
imperilled the future existence of the New Zealand Institute as 
a self-governing body, and which provided for changes in the 
mode of publishing and distributing the Transactions which 
would have greatly hampered the operations of the Institute, 
and which would have made it subservient to a body mainly 
composed of the Government nominees to be set up under the 
Bill. The Council are glad to state that mainly through ob- 
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jections raised by the various Societies incorporated with the 
Institute these clauses were struck out of the Bill during its 
passage through Parliament. 

Members are probably aware that the next meeting of the 
British Association will be held in Australia in the month of 
August, and that arrangements have been made by the Govern¬ 
ment to invite a number of the delegates to visit New Zealand 
early in September. A suggested programme, prepared by a 
Reception Committee sitting in Wellington, provides for the 
arrival of the visitors in Auckland, and their immediate journey 
southwards to Wellington and Christchurch, in each of which 
towns a stay of three or four days is to be made, and meetings 
held. The Council are now endeavouring to obtain an altera¬ 
tion of this programme under which a visit of reasonable dura¬ 
tion may be made to Auckland. 

Museum.— The number of visitors to the Museum has been 
very close to last year’s record. So far as the Sunday attendance 
is concerned, the register kept by the attendant shows that 23,860 
people entered the building on that day, being an average of 459 
for each Sunday. Last year the total number was 23.790, the 
increase being 76. There has been a slight decrease in the 
attendance on the seven chief holidays of the year; the total 
(4,201) being 634 under the figures for the previous year. The 
greatest attendance on any one day was 1,329 on October 12, 
being the Sunday after the installation of the Moa group, 
presently to be alluded to; but that on the King’s 
Birthday (June 3), amounting to 1.250, shows a close 
approach. On ordinary week-days there has been an un¬ 
doubted increase, but the absence of any recording mechan¬ 
ism makes it impossible to give the actual figures. From occa¬ 
sional counts, however, it is believed that the daily average at¬ 
tendance can be safely stated at 215, which would give a total 
of 65.790 for the year. Adding to that number the attendance 
on Sundays and holidays, the total number of visitors would stand 
tft 93,857. Last year the estimated attendance was 90,225. It 
is worthy of remark that the increase would have been greater 
but for a reduction in the number of visitors during the period 
of the recent strike, doubtless caused by the interruption of the 
tram services. 

The most, noteworthy improvement made in the Museum 
during the year has been the installation of a large group of 
flightless birds, including a restoration of the largest species of 
Moa (Dinornis maximus). a full-sized model of the skeleton of 
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the same, obtained from the well-known dealer, Mr. Damon; an 
actual skeleton of a smaller species of Moa. a mounted specimen 
dnd a skeleton of the Ostrich, an adult and a young Emu, and 
two Cassowaries. The whole group has been placed in a plate- 
glass show-case, standing in the centre of the main hall. As 
the former existence of the various species of Moa is doubtless 
the most important fact in the history of the New Zealand 
fauna, it is a matter for congratulation that the Museum now 
contains a group which not only gives an excellent idea oi' the size 
and probable appearance of the extinct Moa, but which also 
clearly shows the differences between it and its nearest living 
allies. The preparation of the restoration and the mounting 
of the whole of the specimens have been successfully carried out 
by Mr. Griffin, and the result must be looked upon as exceedingly 
satisfactory. The cost, including that of the show-case, has 
been defrayed partly from the special subscriptions raised nearly 
two years ago, and partly from the Government subsidy, already 
mentioned. 

Another conspicuous addition to the Museum is a group of 
Birds of Paradise, containing in all 3T specimens of 13 different 
species. Although some of the specimens have been in the 
possession of the Museum for some time, the majority have 
been recently obtained, some by way of Australia, and others 
from London. The group fully illustrates the extraordinary 
and varied developments of plumage found in the Birds of 
Paradise, and which are unequalled in any other family of birds. 
It forms an unusually handsome and attractive exhibit. 

In order to bring these additions and many minor ones 
under the notice of the members and the citizens of Auckland 
generally, the Council decided that they should be inaugurated 
at a conversazione of members and their friends. This was held 
on the evening of October 8th, and passed off most successfully, 
an attendance of about 550 being present. Much interest in the 
collections was evinced by the visitors, and suggestions have been 
made that it would be good policy to provide for the holding of 
similar functions at regular intervals in the future. The Council 
are indebted to the kindness of several friends for contributing 
a loan collection of Maori articles for exhibition during the con¬ 
versazione, and for allowing this collection to remain in the 
Museum for the present. Among those who have thus contri¬ 
buted, the names may be mentioned of Mrs. Kinder, Mrs. Gideon 
Smales, Mrs. Cardno, Messrs. W. H. Johnstone. E. IT. Woledge, 
II. B. Kavanagh. C. A. Semadeni, and A. Geddes. 

Although the preparation of the two groups described above 
has occupied a considerable amount of time, no small amount of 
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other work has been done in the Museum. Mr. Griffin has 
mounted or skinned 9 mammals, mounted or prepared as skins 
19 birds, mounted and coloured 24 fishes, and mounted several 
Crustacea and other invertebrata. In addition, several alcoholic 
specimens have been prepared for exhibition, and several casts 
of various objects have been made in plaster or gelatine. Much 
has also been done in the way of rearranging the Maori ethno¬ 
graphical collections, and the Curator has prepared new de¬ 
scriptive labels for many of the exhibits. 

The most important donation made to the Museum during 
the year is undoubtedly Mr. Mitehelson’s collection of Kauri 
Gum, together with the plate-glass show-case in which it is ex¬ 
hibited. This collection, which has taken over 40 years to form, 
and which includes picked examples of most, it' not all, of the 
known varieties, is acknowledged to be the most complete in 
existence; and, as many of the deposits of Kauri Gum are now 
worked out, could not be replaced at the present time. The 
Council are grateful to Mr.Mitehelson for placing in the Museum 
such an excellent representation of one of the most interesting 
of the natural productions of the Colony. 

Several additions of importance have been made to the 
Maori collections, some of which are well worth mentioning. 
Dr. Roger Buddie has deposited his collection of bone fish-hooks, 
mainly obtained in the Southern portion of the Colony, and 
which includes 143 specimens, in addition to a few 7 miscellaneous 
articles. Mrs. George Humphries has presented a very valuable 
little collection which was forwarded to England by her father, 
the late Sir .1. L. Campbell, in 1843, including a fine greenstone 
Hei Tiki, an unusually good Hoeroa, two Taiahas, one of them 
carved from end to end, and a remarkably fine feather box. Now, 
after the lapse of TO years, these articles return to the city to 
which Sir J. L. Campbell has made so many benefactions. Mr. 
George Wootten has given an ancient trough carved in the living 
root of a miro tree, used in olden times for snaring pigeons, and 
Miss M. Makai has presented one of the portable troughs used 
for the same purpose. Mr. Griffin, w'hen collecting near Mer¬ 
cury Bay for the Museum. w T as fortunate enough to secure a 
recently uncovered Maori skeleton, with which 14 large stone 
axes, in process of manufacture, had been buried. A very re¬ 
markable carved figure-head of a small fishing canoe, evidently 
of great age, and of an entirely different type to any other in 
the Museum, has been presented by Mr. Robison. From Mr. 
A. E. Bregmen come two ancient hinakis and a small canoe 
baler, found in digging a drain near Lake Whangape; while Mr. 
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J. B. Thompson sends an antique stone weapon found in ex¬ 
cavating the new outlet for the Kangitaiki Biver, near Matata. 
Other articles are mentioned in the list appended to the Beport. 
In foreign ethnology, the only addition of importance is a fine 
collection of weapons, implements, ornaments, etc., from the 
Louisiade Archipelago, purchased from Mrs. Ansley. 

Library.— An expenditure of £190 has been incurred on 
the Library during the year. An order for 70 volumes, alluded 
to in last year’s report as on its way from London, was received 
almost immediately after the last annual meeting. A second 
consignment, comprising 50 volumes, was arranged for in June, 
and the hooks were received in November. A third order of 
about 40 volumes is now in the hands of the London agents of 
the Institute: and the books may be expected to arrive about 
May. A full list of all the books received will be found in the 
appendix; and holders of the Library Catalogue will soon be 
supplied with printed slips giving the titles of the books added 
to the Library during the last two years. 

In addition to the purchase of books, the Magazines and 
serial publications subscribed to by the Society have been regu¬ 
larly received, and to some extent circulated among the members. 
A portion of the expenditure has been devoted to the binding of 
these serials, and over 70 volumes have been added to the Library 
from that source alone. The usual presentations and exchanges 
have been received from Foreign Societies. The Council have 
also to acknowledge the receipt of several donations from private 
individuals, all of which are mentioned in the appendix. The 
most important of these is the presentation by Professor Brown 
of 32 volumes of the Annalen der Physik, which, with those 
already in the Library, will complete the Society’s set of this 
important periodical from the year 1877 up to the present time. 

Further Accommodation IIequired. —The preceding sum¬ 
mary of the work performed by the Society during the year shows 
many evidences of satisfactory progress, and many proofs of the 
increasing interest taken in the Institution by the community. 
It is becoming more generally recognised that in maintaining a 
free public Museum and Scientific Library the Institute is dis¬ 
charging a duty of no small importance, and one which should 
secure the sympathetic assistance of all classes. But, although 
the Council may fairly offer their congratulations on the ad¬ 
vances that have been made in recent years, and on the rapid 
growth of the collections under their charge; and while they 
appreciate the increasing attendance of visitors, and the more 
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numerous donations to the Museum, there is another and less 
satisfactory aspect of the ease, and one which is rapidlx becoming 
evident to all who are familiar with the Museum. Two years 
ago. the Council called attention to the drawbacks and deficiencies 
\\1iieh. through want of space, impede the development of both 
the Museum and Library, and will continue to do so in an in¬ 
creasing ratio until an enlargement of the buildings, of no small 
size, can be obtained. At the present time, if it is desired to 
show new additions of importance, room can only be found by 
withdrawing articles already on exhibition. lo quote the 
previous words of the Council': “In every department no improve¬ 
ment of note can be made until more room is available. Room 
is required for the projected cases intended to show the habits 
and mode of life of certain New Zealand birds; room is wanted 
to accommodate a collection ol New Zealand invertebrata, of 
which at present there is no adequate exhibited series. Room is 
also needed for the preparation of a collection of New Zealand 
fossils, and for some representation through casts and models of 
the extinct forms of life. Room is urgently needed for the 
enlargement of the Polynesian collections, if only from the point 
of view of affording means of comparison with the handiwork of 
the Maori race. Lastly, it would not be difficult to show how 
the appearance and usefulness of the Maori collection could be 
greatly enhanced if room were available for its proper extension 
and display.” 

Last autumn, a deputation from the Council waited upon 
the Premier in order to press upon his notice the claims of the 
Museum for a grant in aid of a building fund. Although the 
deputation was sympathetically received, the wave of financial 
stringency then passing through the Colony precluded any hope 
of immediate monetary assistance. A promise, however, was 
made to the effect that the application would be favourably con¬ 
sidered during the session of Parliament to open in June next. 
It will be the duty of the incoming Council to bring the matter 
once more under the notice of the Government, and to take such 
steps to support the application that may appear to be requisite.
